There  was  no  untoward  happening  in  the  Public  Health  field  during 
L961,  if  the  expected  biennial  increase  in  the  incidence  of  measles  is  excluded. 
Dnce  again,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the 
iistrict  -  nor  was  there  any  case  of  poliomyelitis  either.  The  success  which 
las  been  achieved  in  the  control  of  some  of  the  infectious  diseases  is  a  measure 
)f  the  vigour  with  which  the  various  immunisation  campaigns  have  been 
>ursued,  but  the  present  happy  state  of  affairs  will  only  persist  so  long  as 
>arents  continue  to  accept  the  immunisation  schedules  recommended.  It 
jecomes  more  and  more  difficult  to  persuade  parents  to  accept  immunisation 
or  their  children  against  diseases  which  are  no  longer  ordinary  everyday 
experiences  in  the  community  in  which  they  live.  Continuous  research  goes 
>n  to  make  the  procedures  required  as  few  and  as  painless  as  possible,  and  it 
Mil  be  remembered  that  last  year  it  was  indicated  that  a  vaccine  against

poliomyelitis  to  be  taken  by  mouth  was  being  developed.  This  work  has  bee 
successfully  completed  and  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  now  in  everyday  use 
Protection  can  now  be  given  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus 
poliomyelitis  and  smallpox,  and  efforts  are  being  made  all  the  time,  not  on' 
in  this  country  but  throughout  the  world,  to  find  ways  of  making  the  procedure 
required  simpler,  safer  and  less  arduous,  so  that  no  excuse  can  be  offered  fo 
their  neglect. 

The  main  causes  of  death  continue  to  be  heart  disease,  arteria 
disease  and  cancer;  the  various  infections  are  now  so  well  controlled  that,  , 
time  goes  on,  they  play  a  progressively  smaller  part  in  the  incidence  c 
mortality.  The  incidence  of  lung  cancer  continues  to  be  above  the  nation  i 
rate  (0.67  as  against  0.49  per  1000)  ,  and  the  rising  trend  continues.  T 
correlation  of  this  disease  with  heavy  cigarette,  smoking  hai  been  establish^ 
so  definitely  that  there  appears  to  be  only  one  method  of  reducing  the  incidenc. 
of  this  dreadful  condition  -  and  that  is  in  the  hands  of  the  individual  himsel 
Much  research  is  taking  place  into  the  causation  of  heart  disease  and  arteri 
degeneration,  and  it  may  be  that  alterations  in  our  diet,  our  dietary  habits  ar 
our  attitude  towards  exercise  will  be  required.  This  only  the  future  will  shov 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  was  17.5  compared  with  the  National  rate 
21.4  and  this  was  the  lowest  National  rate  ever  recorded.  This  is  ve 
encouraging  and  confirms  the  downward  trend  of  the  local  figures,  althougl 
as  has  been  pointed  out  previously,  when  dealing  with  comparatively  sma 
numbers  such  as  occur  in  a  district  of  this  size,  fluctuations  from  year  to  ye; 
are  inevitable. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  set  out  the  statistics  dealin 
with  the  routine  work  of  the  Department,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  a  very  wic 
range  of  duties  has  been  covered;  as  the  staffing  position  has  been  very  muo 
easier  during  the  year,  so  it  has  been  possible  to  bring  the  work  up  to  date  ini 
number  of  instances.  The  day  to  day  work  of  a  Public  Health  Department 
of  an  unspectacular  nature;  it  only  comes  to  the  notice  of  the  public  if  some 
thing  goes  wrong,  when,  of  course,  it  becomes  front  page  news.  NormalT 
therefore,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors'  work  is  outside  the  glare  of  publicii. 
and  much  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Cash,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  ai 
his  colleagues  for  their  constant  endeavours  to  keep  their  work  at  the  higbe 
possible  level  of  efficiency. 
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As  always,  the  local  general  practitioners  have  been  most  helpful, 
and  their  willing  co-operation,  together  with  that  of  the  local  hospital 
medical  staffs,  has  made  the  solution  of  the  several  problems  which  have 
arisen  particularly  easy.  Finally,  the  whole  Department  is  indebted  to  the 
encouragement  and  support  it  has  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  -  their  help  and  understanding  has  done  much 
to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  work,  and  to  make  the  members  of  the  Department 
feel  that  their  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  following  anu  inspection  of  all  the 
houses  remaining  on  the  slum  clearance  list  and  the  submission  of  a  report 
thereon,  a  Special  Sub -Committee  was  set  up  to  review  the  Council’s  Slum 
clearance  programme.  Priorities  for  dealing  with  those  properties  remaining; 
on  the  list  were  decided  upon  and  certain  houses  which  had  been  reconditioned, 
or  were  regarded  as  suitable  for  reconditioning,  were  deleted  from  the  list.

PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 

During  the  year  141  visits  were  paid  to  the  94  premises  licensed  fo 
the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and/or  petroleum  mixtures. 

In  continuation  of  the  policy  commenced  in  November,  1951,  th 
testing  of  underground  storage  tanks  of  twenty  or  more  years'  existence  ha, 
been  carried  out  during  the  year.  One  tank  installed  for  twenty  years  wa 
subjected  to  the  approved  gravitation  test  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

On  12th  January,  1953,  the  Secretary  of  State  made  an  Order,  at  the 
request  of  the  Council,  bringing  into  operation  the  provisions  of  Section  86  of 
the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  which  requires  dealers  in  old  metal 
:  to  register  their  names  and  addresses  with  the  Council  and  keep  records  as  laid 
I  down  in  the  Act. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  ten  dealers  are  registered. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  are  no  heavy  industries  in  the  districts  and  such  industrial 
|  undertakings  as  exist  are  in  the  main  situated  in  the  township  of  Uxbridge, 
where  the  establishment  of  an  industrial  estate  has  tended  to  concentrate  these 
activities  in  a  selected  zone.  Apart  from  the  foregoing  there  is  a  number  of 
large  establishments  using  commercial -type  steam-raising  plant,  i.e.  factories, 
hospitals,  and  schools,  and  these  are  principally  located  in  Hillingdon  and 
Harefield. 

A  regular  check  has  been  made  of  those  chimneys  which  in  the  past 
have  been  the  subject  of  complaint  or  about  which  complaints  have  been 
received  during  the  year,  and  a  total  of  244  observations  were  made.  In 
certain  instances  discussions  took  place  with  factory  managements  regarding 
steps  considered  necessary  to  reduce  smoke  emission.  It  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  in  no  instance  was  smoke  emitted  of  such  density  and  duration  as  to,  con- 
travene  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  piped  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  from  the  mains  of  the 
Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company,  and  has  been  adequate 
for  the  requirements  of  the  area. 


During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  in  the  Uxbridge 
town  area,  the  district  formerly  served  by  the  Council's  water  undertaking,  and 
fifteen  samples  taken  in  the  outer  areas.  All  of  the  twenty -three  samples  were 
submitted  to  the  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  each 
was  found  to  be  of  high  bacterial  purity  and  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 
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The  number  of  dwelling-houses  and  the  population  supplied  from  the

During  the  year  thirty -seven  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  deep 
wells  supplying  five  factories  where  water  is  used  for  industrial  purposes,  food 
preparation  and/or  drinking  purposes.  The  Laboratory  reports  showed  the 
water  from  all  the  wells  to  be  satisfactory. 


One  sample  was  taken  from  the  distribution  system  at  Hare  field 
Hospital,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Council’s  swimming  pool  was  open  to  the  public  during  the 
season  May  to  September. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  examination  of  the  swimming  pool 
water  was  carried  out  throughout  the  season,  frequent  tests  being  made  to 
establish  the  degree  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  water.  The  results  fluc¬ 
tuated  according  to  the  numbers  of  bathers  using  the  pool,  but  on  no  occasion 
was  it  found  that  the  amount  of  available  free  chlorine  present  was  reduced 
below  the  minimum  desirable  standard. 

In  addition  periodic  examinations  were  made  of  the  swimming  pools 
at  two  schools  in  the  area . 

The  water  for  each  of  the  three  pools  is  taken  from  the  public  mains. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


During  much  of  the  year  under  review,  the  staff  of  the  department 
was  again  below  strength,  but  neverthelesss  it  was  possible  to  maintain  the 
routine  work  of  food  hygiene,  and  the  following  tables  give  an  indication  of 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  inspections  made  and  the  action  taken. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  made  to  the  department 
concerning  various  kinds  of  foodstuffs  purchased  in  the  district,  and  in  each 
case  the  matter  was  investigated  and*  where  considered  appropriate,  was 
reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Council, 
warning  letters  were  sent  in  several  instances.  In  the  one  case  in  which

proceedings  were  taken,  which  was  in  respect  of  rodent  droppings  and  a 
portion  of  a  leg  of  a  rodent  in  a  loaf  of  bread,  the  company  concerned  pleaded 
guilty  and  were  fined  £25  plus  five  guineas  cdsts.

DISINFECTION 

When  required  disinfections  are  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  plant  at

maintained  in  good  working  order. 

Home  disinfections  have  been  carried  out  following  the  occurrence  of 
icertain  infectious  and  other  specified  diseases. 
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DISINFESTATION 


During  the  year  under  review  six  occupied  private  or  Council  dwelling 
houses,  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs  or  fleas,  were  disinfested. 

The  spraying  of  unoccupied  Council  houses  was  continued  and  during  the 
year  289  such  houses  were  treated. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

As  in  previous  years,  the  many  watercourses,  lakes,  ponds,  ditches,  etc., 
throughout  the  District  were  treated  with  a  larvaecide. 

The  material  used  is  manufactured  specifically  foi  mosquito  control,  and 
it  is  considered  that  some  relief  from  this  summer  pest  is  afforded  the  residents 
in  the  area . 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  rodent  control  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued  to 
operate,  and  works  of  disinfestation  were  carried  out  at  factories,  wholesale 
depots,  business  premises  and  private  dwelling  -houses.  Works  were  also 
carried  out  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  depots  and  premises. 

The  majority  of  the  infestations  investigated  on  business  and  private 
premises  were  found  to  be  of  minor  character. 

In  continuance  of  the  treatment  of  sewers  first  carried  out  in  1944  and 
repeated  each  year,  a  further  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the 
town  area  of  Uxbridge  and  the  outer  areas  of  the  district  was  carried  out  during 
the  year,  Systematic  baiting  and  poisoning  campaigns  took  place  and  all 
areas  of  infestation  detected  were  dealt  with. 

PATHOLOGICAL  WORK 

Material  requiring  pathological  examination  is  sent  to  the  Neasden  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  but  in  certain  instances  this  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Colindale.
